RULES AND REGULATIONS 



OF THE 



WISCONSIN STATE LIBRARY. 



RULE I. 

The library shall be kept open every day except Sundays and legal holidays. 

RULE II. 

While the supreme court is engaged in hearing causes argued, also while 
the legislature is in session, the library shall be open from nine o'clock A. M. till 
half past five o'clock P. M., and from seven o'clock P. M. till nine o'clock P. M., 
except on Saturdays, when it may be closed at half past five o'clock P. M. At 
other times it shall be open from nine o'clock A. M., till half past five o'clock 
P. M., except on Saturdays, when it may be closed at five o'clock P. M., and ex- 
cept during the months of July and August, when it may be closed from one 
o'clock till two o'clock P.M., and at half past five o'clock P. M. 

RULE III. 

Section 1. The state librarian shall be accountable for any book that is miss- 
ing, and for every injury which a book may receive during his term of oflB.ce, ex- 
cepting such as may be occasioned by ordinary use, and he shall be relieved from 
such accountability only by showing that some other person is responsible for such 
book or injury, without any fault of his. 

Section 2. He shall keep a catalogue of all the books belonging to the lib- 
rary. 

Section 3. He shall keep a book of record, in. which the titles or names of 
all books or pamphlets received by donation, exchange or purchase, shall be en- 
tered. 

Section 4. He shall keep a memorandum book in which he shall enter the title of 
every book taken from the library, the date when taken, and the name of the 
person taking the same. For every violation of this rule, he shall forfeit one dol- 
lar, to be deducted from his salary. 

Section 5. He shall see that the library room is kept clean and in good order, 
and shall carefully preserve the books and furniture belonging thereto and per- 
mit none to be taken therefrom, unless expressly authorized by law or the trus " 
tees. 

Section 6. He shall preserve order, prohibit smoking and forbid all talking 
which is incompatible with reading, and shall, if necessary, exclude all disor- 
derly persons from the library. 
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RULE IV. 



Seotjon 1. No book can be taken from ^the library except for use in the 
supreme court room or the rooms of the justices of the supreme court, until its 
title and the name of the person taking it have been registered by the librarian. 

Section 3. Books for the use of state oflBcers must be ordered in writing by 
them or their assistants. No state ofllcer or member or officer "of the legislature 
shall draw books from the library for the purpose of loaning them to others. In 
no case shall books be taken from the capitol, except as provided in subdivision 
two of section 369, R. S. of 1878. 

Section 3. No books can be detained more than five days , and if needed in 
the library shall be subject to the order of the librarian at any time. 

Section 4. Every, person taking a book shall be answerable' for all damages it 
may sustain, and if it be destroyed or lost he shall pay the value thereof, or if it 
is one of a set, the value of the set to which it belongs. 

Section 5. All fines, penalties and forfeitures shall be determined" and col- 
lected by the librarian. 

Section 6. An appeal from the above fines, penalties and forfeitures may be 
made to the trustees. 

Section 7. The marking of books with ink or pencil is forbidden. 

RULE V. 

AU tables and chairs in the library excepting those in the northwest corner 
thereof, set apart for the use of students, shall be reserved exclusively for the 
use of judges, members of the bar, state officers and members of the legislature. 
All persons are prohibited from reading text books or elementary works, in 
course, in the rooms of the library. Their use of the library shall be for pur- 
poses of reference only. * 

RULE VI. 

No person shall be allowed access to the library, except during the hours it is 
directed to be open, without the authority of the librarian or a member of the 
board of trustees.
